The verdict was read in Ogle 


county circuit court about 9:30 
i.nv. after the jury had gone out at 
3:30 p.m. 


The defendants in the case have 


ndicated that they would move for 
i new trial. If that is denied, an 
appeal to the supreme court will 
probably follow. 


"Not Last Will' 


The jury ruled that the wiir in 


question "is not the last will and 
pslament" of Gilbert. He allegedly 
made out the will Jan. 28, 1949. It 
also niled that the deed to a 180- 
icrc farm in Woosung township be 
ransferred from Mrs. Bessie Du- 
iing, a daughter, and be se: aside. 


The plaintiffs had charged that 


Jilbert was of unsound mind when 
he made out the will and had been 
inder the "undue influence" of 
Irs. Dusing, a major benefactor 
nder the will. 


Third Trinl 


The trial was the third for the 


case—two others having failed 
when a chief witness fractured his 
leg and again when the case was 
called a mistrial* after one of the 
witnesses had been found playing 
cards with a juror. 


Plaintiffs in the suit were Vera 


Mount, Gladys Taylor, and Letitia 
Wisncr, all daughters of Gilbert 
and all Polo residents; Elmer Gil- 
bert of Sterling, a son; Orville Gil- 
bert of Oregon, a son; and Lloyd 
Gilbert of Dixon, a grandson. 


Defendants were Mrs. Dusing, 


William R. Coffman of Polo, Mrs. 
Dusings son by a previous mar- 
riage; Keith Kane of Polo, Gil- 
bert's grandson; and the estate of 
the late Benjamin Gilbert of Wort- 
sung, A grandson named in the 
will. 


"There will be no harm in com-

MANILA — (AP)—. A subma- 


rine volcano, coming to life after 
a 90-year sleep, pushed a moving 
mass of volcanic rock 250 feet 
above the surface of thev Pacific 
ocean today 315 miles north of 
Manila. 


The turbulent pile of rocks en- 


compassed an aiea of at least five 
acres. Huge black boulders, some 
of them five stories high, were 
tumbled about. 


The rock and the island both ap- 


peared to be surrounded by break- 
ing surf. But as a C-47 plane cir-

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Truman Enigma Is Presented 
in Two Recent Publications 


Whatever the American people have thought of Harry 


Truman up to now, their ideas are in for a jolt as the result 
of two extraordinary recent publications. 


One is a book, "Mr. President," written mostly by Tru- 


man himself. The other is an article in The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post on "what makes Truman tick." It was written by 
Samuel Lubell- 


"Mr. President" is a singular work in that it represents 


the first time a president in office has ever written such a 
thing. It's considerably more singular because of what the 
president has to say. 


He makes some astonishing statements. Such as, "I 


rarely write angry letters." And, to William Hillman, who 
helped him assemble the book, "I expect there will be those 
who will construe this as a political act. You and I know 
better." 


On political bosses, Truman says this: "Bosses are 


usually men who are interested in the political game, who 
are willing to put themselves out and do everything possible 
for the people—accommodate them—really to have the wel- 
fare of their constituents at heart." He does qualify this 
statement by conceding that bosses sometimes go to pot.

The president is against political corruption. But he de- 


fends his relations with the Pendergast organization of Kan- 
sas City. 


All in all, Truman on Truman is a most revealing book. 


It pictures a man judging himself by standards of profes- 
sional politics which many might regard as an unsuitable 
yardstick. 


Yet the president obviously is satisfied with the picture 


of himself thus presented. If he weren't, the book would not 
have been published. 


On the other hand, his treatment by Lubell in The Post 


doubtless leaves him every way but satisfied- Lubell is an 
old associate of Bernard M. Baruch, whose relations with 
the president have not been cozy in recent years. 


Lubell's analysis of what makes the president do what 


he does rests on the premise that with all his hard work and 
seemingly determined action, Truman wants most just to 
stand still. 


The writer gives several instances of where the president 


has taken seemingly strong action in a situation, only to coun- 
teract it later by, an squally, strong move in the opposite 
direction.

"A less courageous—or less stubborn—man would not 


be so resolutely indecisive," the writer states. 


Lubell believes there is more to Truman's administrative 


fluctuations than the politician's characteristic wish to keep 
in the good graces of everybody. The writer attributes it to 
"an inner sense of inferiority" which might be the result of 
any of several experiences in childhood. 


The writer concludes that Truman appears happiest 


"when able to make a dramatic show of activity, secure in 
the knowledge that nothing much is going to happen." 


Them's harsh words. In fact they're a little frightening 


when read against the background of events as presented in 
the article. 


Aside from being good reading, the two documents, 


when taken together, are highly interesting commentaries 
on a controversial subject.

Fibrositis Attacks Soft 
Tissue: Muscles, Ligaments 


Mrs. 
C. asks for a discussion on 


fibrositis, especially that which is 
centered in the back of the head 
and neck, and wants to know whe- 
ther it can become serious or may 
spread to other parts of the body. 


Fibrositis is a kind of rheuma- 


tism which affects particularly the 
soft tissues such as the muscles 
and ligaments. It may center 
around the neck as Mrs. C. sug- 
gests, or almost anywhere el.se in 
the body. In general, it is charac- 
terized by pain and aching, sore- 
ness when the part is moved and 
a certain amount of stiffness. 


The end of the word—"itrs," 


means inflammation. Consequently 
fibrositis implies that there is a 
slight inflammation of ccuain of 
the soft tissues. As one would ex- 
pect, therefore, fibrositis may start 
suddenly with pain in some part of 
the body for no apparent reason. 
At other times it may begin grad- 
ually with fatigue coming before 
the soreness, pain and stiffness. 


There are. many possible causes 


for fibrositis. The most common 
is associated with some infectious 
or toxic condition. This is one kind 
of rheumatism in which removal of 
an infected tooth or infected ton- 
sils is sometimes of benefit. In- 
jury is also 'a common cause but 
sometimes th.e injury may have 
been so slight as hardly to have 
been noticed. Cold, over-exertion 
and over-exposure arc commonly 
at fault. 


Around the .shoulder and lower 


portion of the back, the neck, the 
tissues around the large joints, and 
the "chest wall are common loca 
tions. Pain is almost always pres- 
ent but swelling is far less con- 
stant. Tenderness to pressure is

the rule. Nodules or little bumps 
under the skin are frequently felt 
In or near the tender region. 
TREAT INFECTION 


If the fibrositis is associated 


with an acute infection, then rest 
and the appropriate treatment for 
that infection is needed. If it comes 
with upsets of the stomach and 
intestines, perhaps a liquid or soft 
diet is in order. The removal of an 
infected tooth or tonsils may be 
indicated in some cases. Drugs 
may be helpful but have to be used 
with care. 


If repeated small injury is the 


cause, then that, of course, should 
be eliminated. If bad weather or 
exposure is responsible, then stay- 
ing indoors and avoiding exposure 
may be enough. Other treatment 
depends on what appears to be the 
cause or causes and what can be 
done for it or them. 


Many people have had attacks 


of fibrosttis at one tune or an- 
other. Most people recover without 
any treatment. However, most at- 
tacks of fibrositis are rather pain- 
ful and quick relief is badly de- 
sired. Aspirin, of course, helps a 
little. Heat treatments or other 
forms of physical therapy are also 
useful in brining at least tem- 
porary and sometimes permanent 
relief. As a rule, the outlook is 
good.

A Local Yokel Named Boyle

NEW YORK—(AP)—She stood, 


a small lady among many taller 
men, and in her heart she laughed 
because she knew she was taller 
than they were. 


She was taller than they were 


because she had more land. And 
in her heart she felt that land was 
power, because she trusted acres 
more than people. 


Sophistication and recognition 


were pretty much new to 64-year- 
old Susan Haughian when she 
came here on a vsit to Manhattan 
Island from Montana. 


But they weren't as new as she 


made out. 


I am a local yokel and I way- 


laid this country girl on her first 
sustained visit to the big city. She 
was fun to squire around, and this 
was her story: 


One of 16 


She was one of 16 children born 


in Ireland, and naturally she set- 
tled over here in a small cozy 
place like Montana. It reminded 
her of home—it was so much big- 
ger. 


She and her man-Dan, his name 


was—started with 40 acres where 
that was an apology and a pos- 
sibility. 


The family did a lot of pioneer- 


ing way out west where the wind 
blows free and the animals graze 
when they can. 
Susan is pretty 


proud of Dan for providing her 
with the first house in her lifetime 
that had hot and cold running wa- 
ter and the local definition "of cen- 
tral heating. 


There also were five sons and 


five daughters he gave her. Of 
course, it is hard to pick among 
children—in Montana or 
your 


town. But I don't think Susan 
will ever forget her sixth child, 
now known also as Susan and no 
more her favorite than some Of 
the others today. 


Couldn't Get a Doctor 


Dan knew of course he couldn't 


get to a doctor—they are a long 
way off in Montana, and the coun- 
try isn't shrinking. Susan spread 
a rug on the cold floor when the 
pains came upon her and had a 
normal birth and a fine daughter 
all alone. Her other children wait- 
ed in another room. She cut the 
cord of birth and ' blew warm 
breath upon the cold frame of her 
newborn babe. 


The neighbor woman that Dan 


brought sad with the exultation of 
all xvomen: 


"I knew you would do it. 
I 


knew you would." 


Dan went into another room—he 


was a strong marl—and wept. 


In 1931 Dan gave up his long 


struggle against the weather and 
the land and died. He left Susan 


a widow with 10 children and 
about $20,000 in debts. 


"Nobody sent me a single bill," 


she recalls, "and, of Course,' they 
didn't really have to." 


Xow It's Changed 


How about today? 
Well, the 


banker is ready to talk to Susan 
anytime, back there in any town 
near Miles City. She's got the 
bail money ready for her herders 
when they come into town after 
six months or so in the hills. 
. Oh, maybe there's 1,600 cattle or 
so now, and say 2,300 ewes and 
1,400 
lambs. But how about that 


spreading patch of Montana she 
controls ? 


"Well, of course now they are 


looking for oil that way out there," 
said Susan cautiously. "You know, 
I just have no respect for people 
who fib, I don't respect them at 
all. I suppose maybe we own or 
lease about 80,000 to 100,000 acres 
or more.
